Members of the Karen national 
Defense Organization (KFDO) arc also permitted 'to attend courses in 
areas yhe^e they are collaborating with the BCP. 

?. Courses of training last from one to three months and consist of weapon 
training and tactics. Instructors are mostly officers of the former 
Burma Independence Amy orovidod by the PVO and the Army mutineers as 
well as by the BCP.
